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WASHINGTON (UPI) — The administration today called 
on Congress to increase the minimum wage to $2.50 an hour 
by July 1. and provide for regular annual increases in future 
years. The minimum wage is now $2.30. 
The proposal, outlined by Labor Secretary Ray Marshall 
before a House Labor subcommittee, was slightly weaker 
than a bill introduced by Chairman John Dent, D-Pa . and 
considerably less than organized labor wants. 
However, labor wo t a partial victory by convincing the ad­ 
ministration to support the idea of "indexing,” or providing 
regular annual increases in the minimum wage to keep up 
with the economy. 
"Clearly, we must now have to raise the minimum wage," 
Marshall said in his prepared testimony. "The time has 
come to put in place a mechanism to assure that fair labor 
standards will not be continually eroded by inflationary pres­ 
sures.” 
Marshall rejected the complaint of many restaurant 
owners and other low-wage employers that an increase 


would contribute to inflation. He said an increase would en­ 
courage these employers to increase productivity in their in­ 
dustries. 
Marshall said the administration wants to increase the 
minimum wage to $2.50 an hour on July 1 and provide subse­ 
quent annual increases every July 1 at a rate equal to 50 per 
cent of the average hourly earnings of the nation’s factory 
workers. 
He estimated this formula would increase the minimum 
wage to $2 73 on July 1, 1978. and $2.92 on July 1, 1979. 
The bill drafted by Dent would instead establish a 
minimum wage based on 55 per cent of the average factory 
worker’s hourly earnings beginning 30 days after enactment. 
Beginning next Jan. 1, it would impose an automatic annual 
increase equal to 60 per cent of the wage increase obtained 
by factory workers. 
Dent’s formula would provide increases somewhat faster 
than the proposal put forth by the administration. The AFL- 
CIO has proposed a similar formula that would increase the 
minimum wage to $3 by next Jan. 1.

Deputy jailed by Gandhi 
new India prime minister 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI) - Morarji 
Desai. a former deputy premier jailed 
under Indira Gandhi’s regime, was 
sworn in as India's Prime Minister today 
and pledged to restore democracy, a free 
press and a strong judiciary 
Desai. 81, met the press a half hour 
after taking the oath as India's fourth 
prime minister since independence from 
the Britsh 30 years ago and said laws 
passed after Mrs Gandhi’s emergency 
was decreed June 26. 1975. would be 
repealed. 
Desai was selected for the post earlier 
today during a meeting of the newly 
elected parliament members of the vic­ 
torious Janata (People's) party and their 
allies, the Congress for Democracy 
The new prime minister said India 
would follow "a proper non-alignment 
policy" and that if the 25-year Indo- 
Soviet treaty of peace and friendship, 
signed in 1971. harmed friendly relations 
with other nations "it will have to 
change." 


Explaining his domestic priorities, 
Desai said: “One has got to set right the 
censorship business and the act which 
has been passed against newspapers 
"Judicial independence has got to be 
fully not only restored but secured and 
guaranteed for future times," he said. 
"And there should be no occasion for any 
government to levy any measures of the 
type which have been taken (during the 
emergency)." 
Desai said constitutional amendments 
passed last year that had undercut the 
judiciary, strengthened the executive 
and. in effect, institutionalized the harsh 
measures of the emergency would be 
repealed. 
Desai, rebuffed in two previous at­ 
tempts to lead the world's largest 
democracy, had been jailed for 18 
months under the emergency rule of 
Mrs. Gandhi. 
Desai. an austere man known to com­ 
mand more respect than warmth, bat­ 
tled Mrs. Gandhi when both belonged to 


the Congress Party in 1966 in an attempt 
to become prime minister, but the party 
chose her at that time 
He won out Thursday over the other 
leading candidate for the post, Jagjivan 
Ram. who resigned from Mrs. Gandhi’s 
cabinet last month to fight her party at 
the polls 


R am 's breakaw ay Congress for 
Democracy party and the Janata party 
united to win 298 of the 542 seats in the 
new parliament. 


Mrs Gandhi's Congress party kept 
only 153 seats. Anti-Moscow Communists 
won 21 seats and pro-Moscow Com­ 
munists seven. 
The remaining 63 seats will be decided 
by a further voting. A district in Punjab 
state will vote again because ballot 
counting was disrupted by violence. 
Districts in Kashmir and Himachal 
Pradesh states will vote this summer 
because they are snowbound. 
Recycling group inching forward

A fledgling environmental-recycling 
organization inched forward in Lompoc 
Wednesday with major support from 
Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz and 
words of encouragement from Super­ 
visor Robert L. Hedlund 
Lefkowitz was on hand in the home of 
Mary Walsh, as the group, dubbed, 
SAVE (Save A ssets V aluable to 
Everyone), reviewed plans for recovery 
and recycling of solid waste from the 
city-county landfill. Hedlund had planned 
to attend the meeting, but could not 
because of other committments. 
Walsh announced that citizens can take 
old newspapers to 316 N. First PL, on 
Saturdays, between 9 a m and noon, for 
recycling purposes. The center is 
o p erated by SAVE m em ber Joe 
Mangino. 
Citizens who have newspapers, but 


who are unable to take them to the 
center can get assistance by calling 
Mangino at 735-2301. 
Donors of newspapers can either get 
paid for them or they can have the value 
of their newspapers credited to their 
favorite charity. 
Walsh said there are no facilities for 
retrieving cardboard, but the group is 
working on the problem. 
In a couple of weeks, the Rev. Richard 
Harris will have a center operating for 
the recovery of aluminum and other soft 
metals. Walsh said. 
But the biggest boost in terms of 
recovery and recycling was the action of 
the Lompoc City Council in ordering a 
spot designated at the landfill for the 
deposit of large metal items such as 
refrigerators, washing machines and 
dryers. Walsh said 
She said citizens are urged to explore a 
cooperative retrieval plan with SAVE as 


a fund-raising program for their com­ 
munity organizations

Walsh said the major objectives of 
SAVE are these: "To reduce the amount 
of solid waste which is being dumped 
into the landfill and thus extend the life 
expectancy of landfill acreage.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - House 
A griculture C om m ittee m em bers 
warned Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Bergland today Congress may raise 
President Carter’s poposed farm price 
supports. They called the administration 
plan "unacceptable." 
The former Minnesota congressman 
outlined Carter’s four-year farm bill for 
the committee. It containins modest 
hikes in farm income guarantees. 
The White House. Bergland conceded, 
had vetoed his desire to propose stronger 
increases in price supports. 
"This committee will probably in­ 
crease" recommended support levels. 
Rep. William Wampler, R-Va., told 
Bergland. 
Rep. Keith G. Sebelius.R-Kan , said he 
reacted to the proposals with "disbelief” 
and called them unacceptable. 
"Compared with what this program 
contains for milk, com and cotton, the 
wheat farmers have been kicked in the 
teeth.” Sebelius charged. 
Rep. Richard Nolan. D-Minn.. echoed 
the support hike forecast in an interview, 
saying commitee Democrats were "very 
dissatisfied” with the administration 
proposals. He said the supports were 
lower than those adopted in 1975 by the 
committee, on which Bergland sat until 
January. 
Asked what the administration would 
do if Congress raised his support figures, 
Bergland warned that Carter is serious 
about efforts to hold down federal 
spending. 
Carter okays 
Paris talks 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter is accepting a Vietnamese offer 
to resume negotiations in Paris which 
could lead eventually to diplomatic rela­ 
tions between the United States and the 
nation it battled for a decade. 
White House spokesmen said Wednes­ 
day they didn't know when or at what 
level the talks would begin or who would 
be the U S representative. But a special 
presidential commission said the time is 
right. 
There is a "cordial atmosphere" in 
Hanoi, according to the just-returned 
panel on Americans missing in Indo­ 
china, ami a "genuine desire for a new 
and improved relationship with the 
United States." 
"Vietnamese officials expressed a 
strong desire to move toward normal 
relations with the United States and 
stated that the Socialist Republic of Viet­ 
nam is prepared to establish diplomatic 
relations with us," the commission, 
headed by union leader Leonard Wood­ 
cock. said in a 24-page report. 
It said the Vietnamese see U.S. aid as 
an American "responsibility” and 
"obligation." The Vietnamese were flex­ 
ible on the form of assistance, the com­ 
mission said in suggesting the United 
States quickly provide "whatever aid is 
appropriate." 
"I will respond im m ediately to 
Premier Phan Van Dong that we accept 
their invitation” for talks, Carter said in 
an unusual appearance in the White 
House press room Members of the com­ 
mission stood by Carter’s side 
"There are no preconditions requested 
and there will certainly be no precondi­ 
tions on our part for these talks in 
Paris." 


Carter said the Vietnamese had acted 
"in good faith” and praised the commis­ 
sion for "a superb mission." 


Funds for acquisition of land to expand 
La Purisima Mission State Park in Lom­ 
poc. are in Gov. Edmund G Brown’s 
budget and the expansion could become a 
reality in the 1977 *78 fiscal year. 
That was the word from Sacramento 
today. State Sen. Omer L. Rains an­ 
nounced the proposed addition to the 
park. The land is located directly south 
of the mission adjacent to Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road, and consists of 10 
parcels of land totaling approximately 
215 acres. The land in question is gently 
sloping, alluvial land which is being used 
primarily for agriculture at this time. 
A spokesman for the state Parks and 
Recreation Department in Sacramento 
today said the project has a high priority 
with the parks commission, because of 
the threat posed by recent subdivision ef­ 
forts in the mission park area. 
Funds are earmarked for the acquisi­ 
tion from the Collier Park Preservation 
Fund, according to an aide to Rains. 
Subdivision activity in the area has 
been successfully kept to a minimum 
thus far. but pressures have continued to 
mount according to Rains Acquisition of 
the expansion land is essential for 
preservation of the "irreplaceable 
historical and environmental qualities of 
La Purisima Mission." according to 
state parks department sources 
The area was a suggested acquisition 
for the 1974 Park Bond Program. In the 
1974 proposal, the State Parks and 
Recreation Department said that "the 


intrusion of modem dwellings upon the 
property in question, would destroy the 
provincial charm now possessed by Mis­ 
sion La Purisima, as well as demolish 
archaeological building sites known to 
exist on the property.” 


The parks department spokesman said 
he knew of no outspoken opponents of the 
land acquisition and that it would surely 
become a reality when Brown signs the 
budget into law Procedural deadline for 
the new budget is July 1. 


Efforts to preserve the integrity of the 
mission entrance have been under way 
for years even before the 1974 Park Bond 
Program, largely as a result of work by 
environmentalists. 


Chumash Indian sites are known to ex­ 
ist across Lompoc-Casmalia Road from 
the mission entrance.

Soviet nuclear missile capability 
far exceeds America's, reporl says 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Recent tests disclosed that nuclear 
missiles now carried on Soviet submarines have enough range to 
attack U.S. targets without leaving their home ports, UPI learned 
today. 
The discovery, showing a maximum range for SSN8 missiles of 
5.750 miles — 1.150 miles more than previously estimated — gives 
them distance far beyond what U.S. sea-launched missiles are ex­ 
pected to attain until the Trident II model is developed in the mid- 
1980s, government sources said. 
The sources said the Russians are also expected to have their 
first subm arine launched m issile with multiple w arheads 
operational on their most modem class of submarines, the Delta, 
within a few months. 
The developments come at a time when the Soviet Union has 
been reducing its number of land-based ICBM launchers in order to 
put further emphasis on sea-based missiles and stay within the 1974 
Vladivostok limits of 2.400 strategic weapons launchers. 
The total of Soviet ICBMs. put at more than 1,500 six months ago, 
has now dropped to slightly below the 1,400 mark as the Russians 
dismantle older missile silos in order to make room for both newer 
land-based missiles and push their total of sea-based missiles 


closer to the Vladivostok limit of 950. 
According to government sources, about 300 SSN8 missiles — 
roughly a third of the Soviet sea-based missile force — are the 
standard weapon aboard the Delta-class submarines. 
The missiles were previously thought to have a maximum range 
of about 4.600 miles until recent test firings from the White Sea 
area near sub bases on the north Russian coast showed them able 
to reach the 5,750-mile mark. The first of the tests occurred late 
last year and they have continued this year. 
Sources say one significance of the greater range is that it cuts 
down the U.S. reliance on deployment of the submarines from their 
bases to patrol stations at sea as a warning of impending Soviet at­ 
tack in time of crisis. 
The new MIRV’d (multiple warhead) Soviet missile, designated 
SSNX18 by U.S. analysts, was tested late last year and is now 
believed to have a range of some 4.600 miles. It carries three 
warheads each, compared to the 10 warheads of the MIRV’d mis­ 
siles aboard U.S. Poseidon submarines. 
U S sea-based missiles now have a maximum range of only 
about 2.750 miles, which will expand to about 4.000 miles when the 
first Trident I missiles become operational in 1979.

of that, there’s a bomb in it.”

Police 
said the package contained only 
a China vase. 
Police said Udink told them 
he was not aware that Mrs. 
Carter was aboard the plane. 
He was not traveling in the 
same section as she was. 
Udink was questioned by the 
FBI and police. The FBI

Labor loses major 
Congress battle 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Or­ 
ganized labor has lost its first 
m ajor battle in the heavily 
Democratic 95th Congress with 
an attem pt to overturn Gerald 
Ford’s 1975 veto of a controver­ 
sial conduction industry picket­ 
ing bill. 
The bill, known as "common 
situs picketing," was defeated 
by the house Wednesday night 
on a vote 217 to 205.

“ This is the end of situs 
picketing for a long tim e,” con­ 
cluded Rep. Frank Thompson 
Jr., D-N.J., closing the book on 
a »-year lobbying effort by the 
nation’s building trades unions.

House labor committee, pre­ 
dicted there would be no effort 
to revive the measure in the 
Senate — whre it was certain to 
face a lenghty filibuster.

Admission policy 
at UC criticized 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Student admission 
and affirm ative action policies of the University 
of California were criticized Wednesday by two 
senators who complained 
they prevented 
qualified students from entering the univer­ 
sity. 
One of the lawmakers. Sen. Lou Cusanovich. 
R-Westlake Village, told UC President David 
Saxon at a hearing of a budget-writing Senate 
committee that affirm ative action is “ not only 
destroying the colleges, it’s destroying the 
businesss of this country." 
Another committee member. Sen. Walter 
Stiern. D-Bakersfield. did not attack affirm ative 
action for women and minorities but assailed a 
UC-Berkelev admission procedure which he said 
discrim inates against straight-A applicants in 
favor of less qualified students. 
The criticism was leveled at a hearing of a 
subcommittee of the Senate Finance Committee 
on Gov. Edmund G. Brown J r ' s proposed $730 
billion UC budget. Saxon took his case for beef­ 
ing up the proposed budget to both the Senate 
subcommittee and an Assembly Ways and 
Means subcommittee 
Saxon expressed disappointment that Brown 
provided $250.000 for UC employe affirm ative 
action recruiting and training program s and 
asked that another $605.000 be added 
He noted that Brown proposed $18 million for 
student affirm ative action and urged the law­ 
m akers to add another $127.000 
"I consider this an undertaking of prime im­ 
portance because education is. in my view, the 
chief instrum ent in our society for a c ­ 
complishing equality." he said 
But Cusanovich said he had received con­ 
stituent complaints that qualified UC applicants 


who were able to finance their own education 
were turned away because of student affir­ 
mative action adm issions 
“ We’ve gone overboard on this." he told Sax­ 
on. 
Saxon and UC Vice President Chester Mc- 
Corkle told the lawmakers they believed affir­ 
mative action had no part to play in the cases 
c ited by Cusanovich 
They suggested the students may have applied 
at a cam pus where enrollment was already full 
as their first choice and may have been directed 
to another campus. 
Stiern said the straight-A daughter of a con­ 
stituent sought enrollment at Berkeley long 
before the deadline but was turned away while 
two of her acquaintances with lesser academ ic 
achievement records who applied later were 
accepted 
McCorkle said he was unaware of the young 
woman's case 
"It's your affirm ative action program ." in­ 
terjected Cusanovich to Saxon “ It's not only 
destroying the colleges, it's destroying the 
businesses of this country ’’ 
Stiern told Cusanovich his complaint "had 
nothing to do with affirm ative action 
At the earlier Wavs and Means subcommittee 
hearing. Saxon told panel members the univer­ 
sity does not ignore lawmakers views but con­ 
ceded. “ We may not be as responsive as you'd 
like " 
He defended the university's constitutionally 
gu aranteed 
sem i-independence 
from 
the 
legislature after subcommittee mem bers voiced 
frustration at appropriating public funds for UC 
but being generally unable to direct where they 
should be spent

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
wealthy widow has disappeared 
from a luxury liner during a 
South Pacific cruise and her son 
suspects foul play 
Michael Burton. 34. of Lake 
Tahoe, said W ednesday he 
learned from the Coast Guard 
that his mother, Betty Wil­ 
liams. 58. disappeared from the 
liner Monterey March 14 when 
the ship was two days out of 
Honolulu 
The 42-day voyage was to end 
today in San Francisco and 
Burton said he would meet it to 
try and find out exactly what 
happened. 
"All I really know is that 
Mom was traveling alone and 
left the table of Capt 
Sven 
Rogenes at 10 p.m on March 14 
when the ship was two days out 


of Honolulu," said Burton 
“ She was going to the pool 
deck, she said The next day she 
didn’t show up for breakfast 
There was a ‘do not disturb 
sign on her door so nobody 
looked for her It wasn't until 1 
p m 
that the ste w a rd e ss 
entered the cabin 
The cabin 
was empty. The bed had not 
been slept in Mom wasn't seen 
again " 
Burton refused to believe his 
mother may have committed 
suicide noting “ she was happy, 
she was in good health She had 
no financial worries. She was in 
love and she was religious." 
Burton said he learned from 
authorities that entries in her 
shipboard diary indicated she 
"had a very strong relationship 
going" and was in love with 


Capt Rogenes. the ship's cap­ 
tain 
He also said “ We’ve learned 
that somebody on board had an 
argument with Mom the night 
she vanished 
It w as with 
another man " 
Wallace Shrimplin. a spokes­ 
man for Far East Lines which 
operates the Monterey, denied 
Mrs. Williams may have fallen 
overboard accidentally. 
"Those railings are four feet 
high", he said "I'd defy anyone 
to fall off unless a person 
climbs up on the railing and 
jum ps 
“ Frankly, w ere stum ped." 
Shrimplin added “ All our infor­ 
mation comes from the Coast 
Guard in Honolulu and by ship 
telephone 
They're 
mystified 
and we Te m ystified."

Nearly half of 4th, 5th, 6th graders

survey of fourth, fifth and sixth 
graders in unidentified West 
Coast schools indicates 45 per 
cent of the children consider

The study, done for the 
Department of Health. Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, said eight per 
cent of the children drink at 
least once a week. 


"B y the fourth grade, the 
majority of students surveyed 
already had at least one ex­ 
perience with alcohol." it said 
"N early half the students sur­ 
veyed (45 per cent) considered 
themselves to be ongoing users 
ot alcohol 


“ Clearly, exposure of youth 
to alcohol occurs at an early 


The study concluded that 
m uch of th e alco h o l u se 
reported by school-age children 
occurs within the family, a pat- 
te rn 
th a t 
g iv e s w ay 
to 
“ friends" 
and "social occa­ 


sions" for older youngsters 


The findings were disclosed 
bv HEW but with little detail, 
at recent hearings in Congress 
on a budget for HEW s National 
Institute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism 


A copy ©f the1 study, made 
available to UPI by the in 
stitute. said it was done by 
Social Advocates for Youth, a 
private, non-profit system of 
community centers based in 
San Francisco 


It was conducted, with some 
community opposition, as part 
of a three-year grant from the 
institute. 


The survey was opposed in 
some cases on grounds fourth- 
grade children were too young 
to be surveyed or for fear it 
would encourage students to try 
alcohol The researchers disa­ 
greed with this and other op­ 
position but said participation 
in the survev was voluntarv

$844 million in drought aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Carter is asking 
Congress for an $844 million 
emergency drought assistance 
program while at the same 
time calling for more cutbacks 
in the construction of water 
projects. 
But according to Interior 
Secretary Cecil D. Andrus, the 
projects have “ nothing to do” 
with the drought. 
“ The drought is today and the 
completion of the projects is 
som etim e in the fu tu re,” 
Andrus said Wednesday at a 
White House briefing. 
The secretary’s comment 
came only hours before the 
White House announced a 
“ semi-final“ list of 30 water 
projects Carter may seek to 
erase from the construction 
schedules of the Corps of 
Engineers and the Bureau of 
Reclamation. 
In a message to Congress, 
Carter said the drought had 
“ jeopardized municipal water 
supplies, damaged crops and 
pastureland and depleted lives­ 
tock numbers.” while also in­ 
flicting “ financial hardships on 
countless farmers, ranchers, 
businessmen and others.” 
Carter proposed $594 million 
in loans and $250 million in out­ 
right grants for drought areas. 
An administration draft bill 
sent to Congress also included a 
“ Water Bank” proposal by Sen. 
Henry M 
Jackson. D-Wash., 
already passed by the Senate. 
But Carter asked the $200 
million emergency plan to save 
orchards, vineyards and other 
perennial crops by helping their 
owners buy water from produc­ 
ers of annual crops be cut back 
to $100 million 
The adm inistration plan 
would require 5 per cent in­ 
terest be paid on loans, which 
would be interest-free under the 
Senate-passed bill and similar 
measures pending in the House. 
Andrus told a House subcom­ 
mittee the administration also 
supported appropriation of an 
additional $30 million for the 
Reclamation Emergency Fund, 
which has dwindled to $2 3 
million 
The President's proposal asks 
for $300 million in community 
water supply loans and another 
$150 million in grants from the 
Economic Development Ad­ 
ministration and the Farmers 
Home Administration 
It includes an additional $100

Physician supports 
laetrile treatments 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - A 
physician told a Senate commit­ 
tee Wednesday he treated more 
than 4.500 persons including 
himself with the controversial 
cancer treatment laetrile and 
had success in more than half 
the cases. 
Dr. E P 
Wedel of Salem, 
Ore . testified at a Health and 
Welfare Committee hearing in 
support of three bills (SB245- 
246-247) by Sen. William Camp­ 
bell. R-Hacienda Heights, al­ 
lowing doctors to use the treat­ 
ment. 
Laetrile, hailed by some as an 
effective treatment for cancer, 
is extracted from apricot pits 
Federal laws make it illegal to 
import the substance and the 
state bans its use as a medical 
treatment 
Wedel said he treated himself 
with laetrile for a bladder 
tumor discovered in 1965 and 
declared. “ I ’m fine today.” 
He said he has treated more 
than 4,500 persons with laetrile 
and has a “ batting average of 
successful treatment of close to 
52 per cent ” 
Wedel said the medical es­ 
tablishment is “ dead wrong” 
when it argues that prescribing 
laetrile is medical quackery. 
“ If you had seen the wrecks 
of surgery and chemotherapy 
that have passed through my of­ 
fice.” he told the committee, 
“ you would know who is the 
quack.” 
A committee vote on the 
measures was delayed until 
next Wednesday when opposi-

(UPI) - A three- 
division realignment of the American 
League and a major revision of the post­ 
season playoffs are in the the offing to­ 
day when major league baseball officials 
gather for their annual spring 
meetings 
Although the principal topic of discus­ 
sion is expected to be realignment, 
numerous other related items such as 
the nagging San Francisco Bay area 
problem, inter-league play and expanded 
post season playoffs are also expected to 
draw considerable attention from the 
owners 
The American League, seeking to 
solve the scheduling problems of its ex­ 
panded 14-club c ir c u it, favors a 
geographical 
realignment 
into three 
divisions of five, five and four teams. 
However, as AL President Lee MacPhall 
points out, that could change if the 
National League doesn’t decide to 
realign similarly 
“I think there is considerable senti­ 
ment among our people for three 
divisions,” conceded MacPhail. “You 
never know, though, how that sentiment 
might change once we begin formal dis­ 
cussion of it. A lot depends cm whether or 
not the National League goes along with 
it too 
Then there’s also the 13-13 
proposal which will have a lot of bearing 
on what we ultimately decide ” 
The “ 13-13” 
proposal 
MacPhail 
referred to concerns both inter-league 
play and the San Francisco problem. At 
both last winter’s annual meetings at Los 
Angeles and an informal gathering of 
American League officials in Phoenix 
last month, it was proposed that the 
Oakland A s franchise be purchased 
from Charles O. Finley and shifted to 
Washington as a National League team 
That would alleviate the over-populated 
Bay Area and create two 13-club circuits 
with the inevitability of inter-league 
play. 
"I wouldn't think all of that could not 
be approved at these meetings.” said 
MacPhail. “but it will certainly be dis­ 
cussed ...”

The taming of a bad guy 
Unmasking a marvel

The Masked Marvel is alive and 
well and living in Mission Hills, the 
Record has discovered. 
Once the scourge of professional 
wrestling in the 1930’s and 1940’s, he 
now l i v e s in s e l f - i m p o s e d 
anonymity 
Today he is given to going to 
church The bumper sticker on his 
car reads. “Have a Nice Forever.” 
And. since his retirement from the 
ring nearly 20 years ago, he has 
entertained children as Santa Claus. 
But during his wrestling career, 
he was hated and jeered by men. 
women and children. 
This hatred was justified, the 
Masked Marvel admitted recently in 
an off-the-record interview He said 
he wasn t a nice guy and he didn’t 
play fair. 
Included in his bag of dirty tricks 
was.sand paper (for rubbing acros- 
s his opponent’s eyes,) hard-sponge 
knuckles (akin to brass knuckles,) 
crooked headlocks (which were 
great for pulling the opponent’s 
shoulder out of socket,) strangle 
holds and smothering techniques. 
Another of his favorite illegal 
techniques was throwing people out 
of the ring, for which he was once 
barred from wrestling in Ohio for 
six months 
It happened during a bout with 


Nature Boy. The Masked Marvel 
threw him out of the ring and as he 
tried to crawl back in he grabbed 
Nature Boy by the hair and rammed 
his head into the ring post. This put 
Nature Boy’s lights out for a good 
hour. 
During the bout the referee had 
kept calling fouls against the 
Masked Marvel, so he then threw 
the referee out of the ring. 
“That’s what got me barred," the 
Masked Marvel noted. “ I’m sure the 
ref had made a bet on Nature Boy.” 
Another time he threw the 
Chicago Kid out of the ring and near­ 
ly in the lap of a woman That 
woman, who booed the Masked 
Marvel until she was hoarse, is 
married to him today. 
The Masked Marvel explained 
that he resorted to dirty tricks 
because in those days professional 
wrestling was for real and the win­ 
ner got everything The loser got a 
few dollars expense money. 
“I wouldn't walk across the street 
to see a (professional) wrestling 
match today. They put on a show. It 
isn’t as if they have to win to make 
money." he said 
Now professional wrestlers get 
paid whether they win or lose If 
they employ a dirty tricfc, it is faked 
and done to rile the audience. When 
the Masked Marvel dropped his knee 
on an opponent’s head, he meant to 


put him out of commission 
He was wrestling during the 
Depression and couldn't afford to 
lose a possible revenue 
“If I could get an advantage and 
get the other guy mad by using a 
dirty tactic. I'd have a better chance 
of beating him," he said with little 
remorse 
The Masked Marvel was not only 
dirty, he was quick-thinking and 
bold 
One night Al Williams was giving 
him a “hard time” on the mat. As 
an out. the Masked Marvel slugged 
the referee at the right moment to 
make it look like Williams threw the 
punch 
The referee turned around and 
knocked out Williams with one blow 
The referee was Jack Dempsey. 
The Masked Marvel, now 66. grew 
up in Sault Ste. Marie, Michigan 
where he wrestled in high school. He 
attended the University of Illinois in 
1928 and 1929 and wrestled there. 
Then around 1930 he found himself 
out of school and out of work A 
friend he used to wrestle introduced 
him to a professional wrestling 
promoter. 
The Masked Marvel began pro 
wrestling in preliminary bouts in the 
mid-west circuits under the name of 
Bad Bov Brown 
He weighed 235 
pounds and stood 5’8‘j".

Although his beefy arm s were 
covered with tattoos and his

The Masked Marvel gimmick

out for a bout 


The M asked M arvel, who 
moved to Mission Hills 18 years 
ago. com m ented that th ere 
have been m any d iffe re n t 
Masked M arvels in pro w restl­ 
ing. but “ I am the first or one of 
the first " 


Through the 30 s and 40 s and 
into the 50 s. he w restled under 
various nam es, but mostly as 
Had Boy Brown and the Masked 
Marvel He was featured in one 
of the two main bouts, and 


always was a villian

Soaring county 
government 


The County Board of Super­ 
visors took a peek at the 
growth of some of their 
departments this week. If they 
came away with a feeling of 
amazement, we can imagine 
how the taxpayer felt. 
The r e s u l t s of t h e i r 
preliminary probe have 
prompted the supervisors now 
to red flag every department 
of the county whose budgets 
a p p e a r 
to 
be 
r i s i n g 
dramatically. 
Dramatically isn’t exactly 
the proper word. 
For example, the super­ 
visors have discovered that 
the county’s Mental Health 
Department budget has risen 
888 per cent in the past 10 
years with salaries of the 
department up approximately 
1,000 per cent for the same 
period.

Other findings show the 
planning department register­ 
ing a 220 per cent gain; a 338 
per cent budget increase for 
the sheriff and detention ser­ 
vices with salaries up 568 per 
cent; county counsel, 178 per 
cent with salaries at 354 per 
cent; judicial positions, 171 
per cent with salaries at 306 
p er ce nt and the a d ­ 
ministrative office, 190 per 
cent budget gain with salary 
gain at 334 per cent. 
Overall, in the 10-year 
period, the number of county 
employes has increased 163 
per cent. 
When one relates this to the 
fact that in the past 10 years, 
the county has only gained ap­ 
proximately 10 per cent in pop­ 
ulation, it makes one wonder 
— are we, the taxpayers, real­ 
ly demanding all of this ser­ 
vice? 


No place to browse 


An institution that has virtually passed 
from the American scene without notice 
gripped my attention a couple of weeks 
ago. 
I am referring to the uniformed bank 
guards who used to do double duty, first 
by discouraging bank holdups and se­ 
cond by serving as a door opener and

Did Castro arrange killing? 


WASHINGTON - Perhaps the most 
feared mobster in the underworld is 
Florida’s Mafia chieftan, Santos Traf- 
ficante. House investigators approached 
his Miami hideaway, therefore, with 
some apprehension. 
He appeared at the screen door to ac­ 
cept their subpoena. 
“Shove it under the 
door.” he said softly. 
They peered through 
th e 
s c r e e n . 
T he 
sinister 
Trafficante 
was pale, and his 
hands were shaking. 
He may have had 
reason to quake. The 
House Assassinations 
Committee had taken 
a sudden interest in 
the murder last July of 
mobster John Ros- 
selli. Before he died, the flamboyant 
Rosselli hinted that he knew who had 
arranged President John F. Kennedy’s 
assassination. Carefully hedging, he told 
an incredible story that implicated Traf­ 
ficante. 
The New York Tomes reported on the 
front page that Roselli was murdered as 
a “direct result” of his Senate testimony 
about the Kennedy assassination. 
Twelve days before his death, Rosselli 
dined with Trafficante at the fasionable 
Landings Restaurant in Ft, Lauderdale. 
Fla. It is the custom of the Mafia to wine 
and dine a wayward member before he is 
executed. 
According to the New York Times. 
Rosselli was lured aboard a private boat 
by his executioners cm July 28 It is also 
the Mafia practice to assign the murder 
contract to friends whom the victim 
trusts. 
The Times reported that Rosselli set­ 
tled down to a glass of vodka with two 
gangland associates. One unobtrusively 
slipped behind him and held a powerful 
hand over Rosselli s nose and mouth. 
The 70-year-old R osselli, who had 
emphysema, was easily strangled. Then 
the murderers sawed off his legs so the 


body would fit in a metal drum. 
They cut holes in the drum so it would 
fill with water. As an added precaution, 
they weighted the drum down with heavy 
iron chains. Rosselli should have disap­ 
peared forever, in efficient Mafia 
fashion, on the bottom of Biscayne Bay. 
But apparently the gases from his body 
caused the container to rise eerily from 
its saltwater grave. The drum, with its 
grisly contents, washed upon the shore, 
where it was found by fishermen. 
Obviously, the unfortunate Rosselli 
had been the victim of a gangland execu­ 
tion. This raised some nagging questions 
in the minds of the com m ittee’s 
homicide experts, who are wise in the 
ways of the mob 
Why would the Mafia knock off a 
retired racketeer? The fact that he had 
appeared before the Senate normally 
would have deterred the crime lords. 
They would rather not risk antagonizing 
the federal government by murdering a 
celebrated witness unless there were 
some compelling reason. 
The experts doubted the Mafia was up­ 
set over Rosselli’s confession that, as a 
hit man for the Central Intelligence 
Agency, he had attempted to assassinate 
Cuban Prem ier Fidel Castro. The 
mobsters hated Castro, who had ex­ 
propriated their casinos in Havana. So 
they should not have minded his CIA mis­ 
sion. 
We furnished the committee with a 
more likely motive for the murder. We 
got the story from Rosselli himself, bit 
by bit, over the past six years. He had 
come to trust us during our investigation 
of the CIA plot to kill Castro. Whenever 
Rosselli was in Washington, he dropped 
by. His associates, knowing of his trust 
in us. called us ahead of the authorities 
about his disappearance. 
The CIA had figured that the Havana 
underworld must have killers who could 
eliminate Castro. The CIA, therefore, 
spoke secretely to billionaire Howard 
Hughes’ chief honcho in Las Vegas. 
Robert Maheu. about the project. Maheu 
recruited Rosselli. then the Chicago 
mob’s debonair representative in Las 


Vegas. 
Rosselli looked upon the assassination 
mission as an opportunity to gain favor 
with the U.S. government. But he lacked 
the stature to deal with Santos Traf­ 
ficante, who controlled the Havana un­ 
derworld. Rosselli enlisted his own 
superior. Chicago godfather Sam Gian­ 
cana. to approach Trafficante. 
Giancana flew down to Miami to make 
the arrangements with the Florida 
racket boss. Then, with Trafficante’s 
blessing, Rosselli used the Havana un­ 
derworld to plot Castro’s demise. The as­ 
sassination squad tried to plant poison 
pills, supplied by the CIA, in Castro’s 
food Castro became ill but failed to die. 
Then, underworld snipers were dis­ 
patched to a Havana rooftop. Unhappily 
for them, they were caught. 
Rosselli told us the rest of the story as 
his own “speculation.” But it was his 
habit to pass us tips in the form of con­ 
jecture. There is a good chance he was 
not merely speculating but had picked up 
information inside the mob. At least, 
here’s his startling story: 
Rosselli heard that Castro had tor­ 
tured the would-be assassins and had 
learned about the plot on his life. It 
would be the sort of irony that Latin- 
A m erican s a p p recia te, R o sselli 
suggested, for Castro to use the same 
plotters to retaliate against the U.S. 
president. According to R osselli’s 
speculation, Castro may have used these 
underworld elements, most of them 
Cubans from the old T rafficante 
organization, to arrange the assassina­ 
tion of Kennedy. 
They may have lined up Lee Harvey 
Oswald as the assassin or may have used 
him as a decoy while others ambushed 
Kennedy from closer range. Once 
Oswald was captured, the mob couldn't 
afford to let him reveal his connection 
with the underworld. So R osselli 
speculated that Jack Ruby, a small-time 
hoodlum with ties to the Havana un­ 
derworld. was ordered to eliminate 
Oswald 
This sort of “ speculation” might have 
induced the mob to silence John Rosselli. 


Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
On Andrew Young at the U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS. N Y. - The flack 
for free-wheeling talk has fallen heaviest 
on Andrew Young who is the head of the 
American delegation to the United Na­ 
tions 
with the rank of ambassador 
Young has talked in turn, out of turn and 
with no turn at all on practically every 
subject from how the press handles news 
of violence to the 
British role in South 
Africa. 
At times he seems to 
be conducting a kind of 
m in i-S ta te 
Dept. 
S e v e r a l 
t i m e s 
Secretary of State 
C yrus 
V a n c e 
in 
Washington has had to 
correct the Young 
record. 
V a n c e 
who 
is 
reserved and quiet- 
spoken could reach the 
limits of his tolerance and it is being said 
privately here that he might decide to 
leave in view of so much competition in 
making foreign policy. 
Now President Carter has decided to 
come here to speak, although the 
General Assembly is not in session and 
no one in this great glass house on the 
East River can see why he should pick 
this moment to appear unless it is to 
stand by his old friend Andy Young. 
This might be, diplomats here believe, 
the time for silence, in light of the uncer­ 
tain state in the Middle East and the 
growing dispute with the Soviet Union 
over the dissidents while the overwhelm­ 
ing issue of nuclear arms control and 
reduction remains unresolved as the 
deadline for the cutoffs of the interim 
agreem ent in October rapidly ap­ 
proaches. 


It seems to be a bit unfair that so much 
of the blame for the administration's 
running off at the mouth should fall on 
Young. It can be argued that his appoint­ 
ment to the U N. was in the first instance 
a mistake since it robbed the Congress of 
one of the ablest black members who 
might have served his good friend, the 
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president, extremely well on Capitol 
Hill. 
The real culprit is the president 
himself He has sounded-off on topics in­ 
cluding his central role both in the Mid­ 
dle East and with the Soviet Union. At 
his last press conference he ad-libbed 
about nuclear weapons control as though 
he were talking in strictest privacy with 
one of his closest advisers in the oval of­ 
fice. 
A high-ranking American diplomat 
who has dealt with the Russians over the 
years put it this way: 
“If his aim was to confuse the Kremlin 
and leave them uncertain as to the ad­ 
ministration's motives, he has probably 
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succeeded beyond his farthest-out hopes 
of personal and public diplomacy, 'hie 
Russians simply do not understand a 
sweeping public gesture saying he wants 
to do away with all nuclear weapons ” 
The president and the men closest to 
him seem compelled to override the 
canons of diplomacy. At the extreme 
they talk about stripe pants diplomats. 
This goes back to Carter’s promise in the 
campaign to talk openly to the American 
people about all matters big and small in­ 
cluding the major issues of foreign 
policy. 
It is hardly fair to criticize Young for 
wanting to get into this act. He is just do­ 
ing what comes naturally to a successful 
politician who has made a noteworthy 
career in an arena that only a short time 
ago was closed to one of his race. 
The role of the American delegate to 
the U N has become increasingly en­ 
tangled in domestic politics. One of 
Young’s recent predecessors, J. Patrick 
Moynihan. used the General Assembly as 
a forum to appeal to the various con­ 
stituencies that would later elect him to 
the Senate of the United States. 
At the same time he prefaced his 
oratory by saying that in no way would 
he ever consider making the job a 
springboard to high office. It was (me of 
the most hypocritical performances in a 
profession that does not underestimate 
the uses of hypocrisy. 
Young’s immediate predecessor was 
William Scranton, a former governor of 
Pennsylvania, who has served several 
Republican 
adm inistrations with 
selfless dedication Undoing some of the 
damage Moynihan had done in his ram­ 
paging politician's hour of the U N ’s 
echoing chambers, he showed what quiet 
diplomacy can mean. It was an object 
lesson for those who followed him. 
Adlai Stevenson who had the job in the 
Kennedy administration was left out on a 
long limb when he was given false infor­ 
mation about the Bay of Pigs fiasco. He 
suffered tortures of conscience and in­ 
decision when President Johnson went 
all-out for victory in Vietnam

Thoughts about 
preparedness 


The accident on Highway I, north of 
Lompoc Monday that claimed the life of 
one man and injured two other persons 
gives us all something to think about. 
Highway 1 near the crash site is a two- 
lane — one lane in either direction — 
road with virtually no hard shoulders 
Most of the shoulder along the stretch of 
highway is alm ost 
pure beach sand. If the 
wheels of a car get off 
into the sand there’s a 
problem of control, es­ 
pecially at high speed. 
This is not unusual. 
Many roads in other 
areas have shortcom­ 
ings. The law says that 
we must operate our 
cars in a way that 
enables us to maintain 
control of them at all 
times. 
Another factor that’s food for thought 
is the length of time it took the County 
Fire Department’s rescue unit to arrive 
from Buellton. The total elapsed time for 
the trip was remarkably good — it took 
only about 18 minutes if my calculations 
are correct — but they didn’t get the call 
until 5:49 p.m. and didn’t arrive until 
6:07 p.m. If all those times are correct 
the arrival of the rescue unit — the team 
with the “jaws of life” tool — came 42 
minutes after the first report of the acci­ 
dent. Discounting some errors in the 
time elements, the injured — including 
the man, who was to die — were in the 
car about 45 minutes. 


For those who don’t know, the “jaws of 
life” is a unique rescue tool that literally 
pushes or pulls twisted metal apart to 
free accident victims. County Division 
Fire Chief Richard Minor says his 
department would like to have one of the 
“jaws” and the rescue team that 
operates it in every fire station. The cost 
of “jaws” at $6,000 a copy makes that 
prohibitive. Minor says. 


Units of County Fire Station 51 arrived 
on the accident scene within two minutes 
after they got the call. My mind has to 
speculate what might have happened if 
the men from the Vandenberg Village 
station had had one of the “jaws.” 


The unique rescue tools are located in 
Buellton, Santa Maria and Goleta, ac­ 
cording to Minor and a fourth is being 
bought for the Cuyama area 
Minor concedes that the tool has been 
used effectively in several Lompoc 
Valley accidents in the past year. 
If the tool were used to rescue and 
save even one person over a span of 
years it would be worthwhile. 


Law enforcement psychologists have 
long noted that even our vandalism bears 
signs of the times in which we live. By 
one indicator, our times can be said to be 
affluent. Young people with nothing 
more than a mischievous streak, have 
been known to throw eggs at someone’s 
house, or fruit at moving cars.

and fruit and maybe thrown a rock. 
In a different vein, again thinking of 
our affluent times, I recall that the 
Record was the unwilling beneficiary of 
a whole boxful of youth jackets left 
behind at the annual Christmas 
scholastic chess tournament. We adver­ 
tised for months, day after day, with no 
response. A memo was sent to the police 
department and to county building of­ 
ficials, with the information that the 
jackets were waiting to be claimed 
Some of the articles of clothing were 
claimed, but some remained, forever, I 
think. I’ve lost track of it by this time 
I was reminded of all this the other day 
when the keeper of the lost and found 
stores at Cabrillo High School called to 
report the following items were 
languishing in the lonely lost and found 
pit: levi jackets, lined and unlined 
windbreakers, 
coa ts, 
s w e a te r s , 
sweat shirts, stocking caps, keys of all 
sorts, and miscellaneous items 
Some of the unclaimed items have 
been gathering dust since last fall. 


As a person who takes special interest 
in “landmark” occurences, I have to be 
impressed with the first-ever 
official 
chess match between players from Lom­ 
poc and Vandenberg Junior High Schools 
on Tuesday. I have also been impressed 
and continue to be dazzled by the 
response to appeals for formation of a 
Friends of the Botanic Garden at Ken 
Adam Park The quality of the people 
who have turned out and the enthusiasm 
of their approach are amazing. For those 
who don't know yet. the group will hold a 
charter membership meeting on April 17 
at the park.
